Joseph  K.  Buchanan  of  Roseville, 
editor  of  the  American  Press  Association, 
delivered  an  luteresting  address,  in 
which  be  alluded  to  the  great  strike  and 
the  condition  of  the  country  to-day.  He 
expressed  the  conviction  that-  direct 
legislation  might  have  obviated  muoh 
of  the  troubles,  and  said  that  direct 
legislation  would  cotne,  but  that  it  must 
be  valiantly  fought  for.  Its  adberoute 
cannot  afford  to  go  to  sleep,  be  said,  lest 
its  enemies,  over- vigilaut,  might  deal 
it  a  cru-hiug  blow. 

Addresses  were  made  by  others,  and 
l„  y  •)-***  discussion  took  place  after 

the  meeting.
